Washington — Suddenly thero has 


been a "change" in sentiment at the 
capital on the subject of seating Col. 
Frank Smith of Illinois. 
The truth 


is thero has been no reversal of op 
inion as to the merits of the case but 
f. natural reaction to the hasty and 
impulsive methods that were suggest- 
ed at the outset, for dealing with the 
case. 


The Republican leaders aro respon- 


sible for tho decision to handle the 
Smith contest with more care. To re- 
fuse a. man a seat in the senate with- 
out giving him a chance to present 
his case was never likely to have been 
approved by a majority of the senate. 
To have done so would have establish- 
ed a dangerous precedent. AH ques- 
tions that have ever arisen about the 
qualifications of members or the val- 
idity of election returns aro referred 
to a committee before which the con- 
tending- candidates or their counsel 
have an opportunity to present evi- 
-denco and argue their case. It is no\v 
being insisted that at no time did any- 
body intend to deprive Colonel Smith 
of that privilege but that, he was to 
have hi& cicviantials held up and then 
they were to be referred to a commit- 
tee. 


SENTIMENT CRYSTALLIZED 


All that h'as happened is that senti- 


ment has crystallized on procedure. 
Thero is nothing wrong with the cre- 
dentials Colonel Smith will 
present. 


The governor of Illinois has the right 
to appoint a. man as senator, to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Sena- 
tor McKinley, so the senate has vir- 
tually come to the conclusion that the 
credentials must bo accepted. 
Then 


the point arises as to whether Colonel 
Smith should be permitted to.retain 
his seat. In effect the course that now 
is being outlined is one of expulsion. 


For if the senate after hearing 
a 


report from a. senate committee de- 
cides t'"it Mr. Smith has violated a 
code of ethics and made himself unfit 


• to hold oflie. then the denial of his 


seat which would requira a two-thirds 
vote would follow. But it is not alto- 
gether certain that when the facts are 
presented to the committee and the re- 
port is made to the senate that a two- 
thirds vote will be mustered. 
There 


are some authorities who contend that 
a majority is all that is necessary but 
the defenders of Colonel Smith will 
not lose an opportunity to make it as 
difficult as possible for the senate to 
unseat him. 


CASE AFFECTS OTHERS 


Colonel Smith's case in a way affects 


both Senator Gould of Maine, 
and 


Senator A'are of Pennsylvania. And 
each of the latter two has strong 
friends in the senate who arc 
pre- 


pared to wago a battle for the prin- 
ciple that all the senate can be judged 
of Is the election itself and not what 
happens in a primary or prior thereto. 


Although the Newberry case hangs 


over senators as a sword of Damocles 
'and has been used effectively to pre- 
vent renomination and reelection of 
senators who voted to seat the Michi- 
gan senator, there has been recogni- 
tion since then that doubts may exist 
as to tho true power of the senate.

Chicago —OP)— Diversion of water 


from Lake Michigan at Chicago was 
defended in an address "Wednesday 
bcC^ic the 
Chicago Association" 
c< 


Commerce by C.-A. Newton, of St. 
Louis, Mo., representative in congress, 
who also pointed to three other diver- 
sions more dangerous to lake levels. 


The Chicago diversion has lowered 


the lake level less than six inches and 
will not lower levels more if contin- 
ued for a century, Mr. Newton said. 


Levels of Lakes Superior and On- 


tario have been raised to. overcome 
diveisions, he said, and similar pro- 
cesses would be successful if applied 
to the other lakes. 
Compensating 


works and dredging costing $13,400,000 
would make up for the Chicago diver- 
sion and diversions in the AVelland 
canal. Black Rock canal and the St. 
Clair river, he 
said, using figures 


from a joint United States-Canada en- 
gineering report. 


.WELLAND CANAL CASE 


The report, he pointed out, said op- 


ening of the new AVelland ship canal 
would lower Lake Erie an additional 
eight inches, which with the lowering 
of fourteen inches attributed to the 
other 
diversions 
mentioned, would 


make a. total lowering of twenty inch- 
es, less than six of which is charge- 
able to Chicago. 


"There is no question before the 


American congress or the American 
public of greater importance to the 
whole United States ihan the ques- 
tion of diversion at Chicago," he said. 


"This diversion makes possible for 


all t.me a, great waterway from the 
Great Lakes system through the most 
productive area of the United States 
and out to the sea." 
The joint report 


should reassure shipping interests, he 
said, by showing diversion may be 
continued and levels restored.

Allegretto went to the 
door and opened it, facing Shea who 
had his hands behind his back. Shea 
is said to have told him that he was 
there to "get" 
him and swung his 


arras ai ound. with a gun in each hand. 


TRIED TO SHOOT 


Testimony at the inquest was to 


the effect that the Run he first at- 
tempted to fire failed to go off, and 
before he was able to fire with the 
other one- Allegretto 
fired, kiling 
Shea 


had drawn and 
instantly.

bullet entered Shea's heart and the 
other liit him in the abdomen. 


Marshal 
Frank Werner of East 


Dubuque. was summoned and was in- 
vestigating the shooting of Shea when

came to the 
place.

there but Johns insisted on entering. 
Johns tried to push his way in past 
the marshal, accorflinjj to testimony 
at the inquest, and the offfficcr tried 
to push him back. As they were shov- 
ing each other Allegretto is alleged 
to have reached over the marshal's 
shoulder with a gun in hand and shot 
Joh'ns. He fired two shots into the 
man. wounding .him seriously. It is 
thought the wounts may prove fatal.

Bear License Number After 
New Year's Day 


WashingfoiJ—W>)—Rules of the air- 


ways, designed to safeguard life and 
traffic in the clouds as do the older 
codes which guide vessels on the sea 
and vehicles on the highways, will 
take effect over the United States with 
the new year. They were promulgat- 
ed Wednesday by the commerce de- 
partment, after Secretary Hoover's as- 
sistants in the task of drafting them 
called into conference representatives 
of all groups interested In the field 
of air navigation. 


After New Tear's day. every craft 


that flies the nir must bear its license 
number, and if it is used for public 
conveyance of people or goods, its 
airworthiness and safety must be cer- 
juried to by the commerce department 
on the application of detailed te<rfs 
that touch its power plant, fuselage 
and wings. 


PICKED PILOTS 


Pilots and mechanics alike, accord- 


nig to the grade of their service, must 
be picked men of proven competence, 
who have survived the ordeal of both 
physical and mental examinations. 


Once afliglu, the ships must conduct 


themselves by set rules for meetings 
and passing in the air, by lighting at 
night, and by carrying instruments'! 
which will demonstrate the function- 
ing of all portions of their dontrivanc-' 
es. 


As to airplanes, the new regulations 


recognize 
five classes of machines, 


ranging from the 2,500-pound plane 
to the big machine that lifts 13.000 
pounds "and more.
